New Y ork, February Gth.—The Sun in 
an editorial says: The reply of Rev. Dr. 
McGlynn to the statem ent of Archbishop 
Cdrrigan m ust settle finally the question of 
his relation to the Church of Rome, for in 
tone and substance it is Protestant and not 
Catholic. lie can, of course, no longer re­ 
m ain under the authority of the Church of 
Rome, but m ust look for refuge in Pro­ 
testantism, whose spirit anim ates so un­ 
mistakably the whole of his correspond­ 
ence 
with 
Archbishop 
Corrigan, and 
prom pts him to defy the call to Rome as 
an invasion of bis rights as a m an and a 
citizen. It is creditable to him that lie uses 
no evasions in announcing his decision, but 
puts him self squarely in a position about 
which there can be no doubt, and stands 
ready to take the consequences, which 
m ust inevitably be his exclusion from the 
Church of Rome. The career of Rev. Dr. 
McGlynn as a Rom an Catholic priest is 
ended. 
Dr. McGlynn’s letter has provoked the 
most widespread controversy among Cath­ 
olics here. Prohahiy no priest in New York 
is more beloved than he. 
It is known that 
he spent his private fortune among the 
poor of his parish, and is himself a poor 
man to-day. Old members of St. Stephen’s 
say they will build a new church for Dr. 
McGlynn, whether he is unfrocked by the 
Pope or not. It is stated that Dr. McGlynn, 
as soon as his health will permit, will assist 
H enry George in the editorial work of the 
Standard. 


A FUND FOR FATHER 
m ’o LYNN. 
N ew Y ork. February Gth.—The com­ 
m ittee of parishioners of St. Stephen’s 
Church, appointed to consider the matter 
of the suspension of Rev. Father McGlynn 
Irom the priesthood, make public a long 
report, the gist of which is that, in advo­ 
cating the H enry George land theories, Dr. 
McGlynn did not violate any canon of the 
Church of Rome; that he merely followed 
tiie teachings of m any other Catholic eccle­ 
siastics ; that interference by the Church 
with political opinions m ust not he sah- 
m it ted to, and that a fund for the support 
of Dr. McGlynn be raised. The committee 
is divided on the subject of further w ith­ 
holding contributions from St. Stephen’s, 
now tliat Father Donnelly has gone from 
it. Six of them favor raising the boycott, 
and the others oppose it. The factions 
held separate meetings to-night. 
In an­ 
swer to charges that Dr. McGlynn m ism an­ 
aged the alfairs of tiie parish, tiie financial 
report of the church is made public to­ 
night. 
It shows that during the past four 
years indebtedness to the am ount ot $142,­ 
500 has been paid. The total remaining 
indebtedness is $127,1S5, and the value of 
the church property over all indebtedness 
is $435,314.

I m p o r ta n t 
M e a s u re s 
C o in in g 
U p tills 
W e e k fo r A c tio n . 
W ashington, February Gth.— Quite a 
large am ount of im portant work lias been 
laid out by the Senate for the coming week, 
but the order in which the measures are to 
follow each other lias not been fixed. The 
m orning hour of each day is to bo devoted 
to the consideration of measures whicti 
have passed the House and been reported 
favorably by Senate committees. 
At 2 o’clock to-morrow the bill granting 
a charter to Eads’ Ship Railway, which is 
unfinished business, will be laid before the 
Senate. Should this bill be passed by the 
Senate it is the purpose of friends of the Nic­ 
aragua Canal bill to call up that measure as 
soon as possible, holding that the rival pro­ 
jects to which these two bills are designed 
to give Governmental recognition should 
be treated alike and im partially. 
Senator Hawley has given notice of his 
purpose to call up forthwith one ot the two 
hills to encourage the manufacture ol mod­ 
ern ordnance, to he followed immediately 
by the other. One of these measures re­ 
lates to army and the other to navy ord­ 
nance. They were introduced by Senator 
Cameron in December, ISN5, and were re­ 
ported from the Committee on Coast De­ 
fenses last May. The two measures (which 
are parts of one general scheme) appro­ 
priate $S.OoO,OOj each. An am endm ent to 
the one which relates to the arm y has been 
offered by Senator Doipli, and reported 
favorably by the Committee on Coast De­ 
fenses. proposing a further appropriation 
of $5,0G0,OOO for tiie construction of coast 
defenses. The general features of the plan 
embodied in the bills and the proposed 
amendm ent, appropriating at once $21,000,­ 
000 for guns and coast defenses, are under­ 
stood to meet tlie almost unanim ous ap­ 
proval of ttie Senate, but there m ay be con­ 
siderable diversity of opinion regarding the 
details. Troy, N. Y., and the Navy Yard 
at W ashington are the establishments in 
connection with which the gnn factories 
for the army and navy, respectively, are 
authorized to be established. 
Senator Ingalls intends to call up as soon 
as possible his bill repealing the lim itation 
placed upon , the Arrears of Pensions Act, 
the effect of which, if passed, will be to 
entitle each pensioner to back pay from the 
date of death or disability, regardless of 
the titae when his application was made. 
The Senate is almost equally divided with 
respect to the m erits of the measure, the 
test vote of last week disclosing one m a­ 
jority in its favor. 
Senator Hoar, who reported the Judiciary 
Committee’s substitute for the House reso­ 
lution for investigating the accounts of the 
subsidized Pacific raiiroads, 
intends to 
bring that measure before the Senate for 
action during the week. H e has publicly 
declared his opposition to it, anil he will 
open the debate with a speech setting forth 
generally his objections t j the procrustean 
m ethod of dealing witli corporate rights, 
and particularly his aversion to the pro­ 
posed increase from 25 to 40 percent, ot the 
net earnings to be collected from these cor­ 
porations. 
Senator Plum b has charge of the Fost- 
ofiice appropriation bill, which has the 
right of way whenever he may choose to 
call it up. 
W ednesday will be devoted to eulogies 
on Senator Logan. 
To-morrow, for the first tim e since the 
holiday recess, members of the House will 
individually have an opportunity to offer 
motions for the passage of measures under 
suspension of the rules. 
Efforts will also 
he made to pass in this m anner several 
hills providing for the erection of public 
buildings, anil possibly the hill amendatory 
of the shipping laws. 
Representative Cabell of Virginia will, if 
he can secure recognition, to-morrow move 
to suspend the rules in the House and pass 
the hill to abolish the tax on tobacco, 
if 
the Republicans will support the measure, 
he thinks it can obtain the necessary two- 
thirds vote. 
If any man of them oppose 
it the motion will b'e beaten. 
Representatives Randall, Cabell, W arner 
of Ohio and Henley of California held a 
conference this afternoon at Randall’s resi­ 
dence to drafta reply to the letter of Speaker 
Carlisle, giving the ultim atum of revenue 
reformers on tiie question of tariff reduc­ 
tion. W arner has a m emorandum of tiie 
conference in his possession and will pre­ 
pare letters to-morrow or next day. 
By special order, Tuesday has been set 
aside for the consideration by the House of 
business reported from the"Committee on 
Foreign Alfairs. The tir3t measure to be 
called up under this order is the Chinese 
indem nity bill, which will he followed by 
the fisheries retaliation bill, if the com­ 
m ittee shall have completed its considera­ 
tion by th at day. 


T I IE F IS H E R IE S O C E ST IO N . 


S e c re ta ry M a n n in g In f o rm s C o n g re ss o f 
th e S itu a tio n . 
W ashington, February Gth.—Secretary 
M anning has sent to Perry Belmont. Chair­ 
man of the House Committee ou Foreign 
Aff iirs, a long and carefully prepared reply 
to the request of that committee for his 
views with regard to the House and Senate 
retaliations bills, and for any suggestions [ 
that he may desire to m ake with referenced 
thereto. The Secretary divides the subject 


to be considered into two parts—first, the 
fishing rights of the -United States, aud, 
second, the commercial rights of United 
States vessels in Canadian ports. The rights 
of the former class, he says, are defined by 
the treaties of 1783 aud 1818, and 


“ WE DO NOT ASK, 
E ither of Great Britain or Canada, any 
other rights or liberties in taking, drying 
or curing fish than those stipulated in such 
treaties.” 
In respect to the commercial 
privileges for our fishing vessels in Cana­ 
dian ports, the situation is otherwise. 
Up 
to President Jackson’s proclamation of Oc­ 
tober 5. 1830, this Government had no com­ 
mercial privileges for its vessels in Cana­ 
dian ports. 
We hail such privileges as 
Colonists, and we lost them as Colonists. 
W e regained them in 1830 by an arrange­ 
m ent of legislation finally concerted with 
Great Britain, which was the result of an 
international understanding that was in ef­ 
fect, though not technically, a treaty. 


tiie compact of 1830. 
The Secretary then reviews at some 
length the history of the relations between 
the Governments of the U nited States and 
Great Britain in this respect, from 1783 to 
1830. ‘T am not aware,” the Secretary says, 
“of any treaty 
excepting 
the 
fishing 
clauses of the treaty ot 1818 and the treaty 
of 1871, nor of any rule of international law 
biuding on the United States, which now 
constrains Great Britain to commercial in­ 
tercourse w ith ourselves in Canadian ports. 
From the point ot view of this Department, 
Great 
Britain 
can, 
if 
she 
deems 
it 
for 
her 
interest, or 
necessary for 
her safety, retreat from 1 lie understanding 
and agreements of 1830. 
W hether such 
retreat therefrom is to be deemed by the 
United States as an unfriendly act wiil de­ 
pend on its motives and environments. To 
be sure, tiie arrangem ent of 1830 was not, 
in a technical sense, a treaty from the en­ 
gagements of which neither party can w ith­ 
draw without the consent of the other, am ­ 
icably obtained ; but it was to be a rule for 
two "powerful States. It was a compact 
representing the will and opinions of each. 


IT WAS A DELIBERATE INTERNATIONAL ACT 
It was a bargain in which one Govern­ 
m ent bonght a privilege at the price of an 
equivalent given to the other. 
It was a 
contract solemnized and attested by the 
law-making instead of the treaty-m aking 
powers of the two nations. 
W hat we are 
now confronted by is the royal assent 
given by the Queen in the council on No­ 
vember" 2G, 188G, to the Canadian Act en­ 
titled “an Act in dealing with the Canadian 
law of 188G,” which peremptorily closes 
Canadian ports to other fishing vessels seek­ 
ing to trade. It empowers anv of the there­ 
in designated officials to bring to and 
searcli any American vessel within any 
Canadian harbor or “hovering’’ in British 
waters. 
This is 
a revival in Canada 
of the 
theory of 
the ancient British 
“ Hovering Act,” long ago repealed iu the 
m other country. 
If in a search prescribed 
and authorized there he found a fishing 
vessel loitering in a prohibited place and 
fairly suspected of preparing there to fish, 
in violation of law, such search, if fairly 
and reasonably made, may be tolerated. 
Our own customs law prescribes and au­ 
thorizes a sim ilar search of a foreign ves­ 
sel even four leagues from our coast, but 
the Canadian Act, thus having the royal 
approval, was intended (as has been openly 
avowed) to forfeit anv American fishing 
vessel which is found having entered Ca­ 
nadian waters or the port of H alifax to 
buy ice, bait, or other articles, or for any 
purpose other than shelter, repairs, wood 
or water. 
we stand on our rights. 
The plea is that the treaty of 1S18 per­ 
m its and stipulates for such legislation. 
That we deny, and reply that such legisla­ 
tion is repealed by the annulm ent by Eng­ 
land of the arrangem ent made in 1830, and 
to that repeal we are entitled to respond by 
a sim ilar repeal of our own law, and by 
a refusal hereafter; and, while the de­ 
bate (or negotiation) goes on, to deter the 
hospitality or any privileges whatever in 
our ports to Canadian vessels or boats, and 
any suspension of comity m ay be looked 
upon as an unfriendly act, but not a cause 
for war. 
England may judge for herself of 
the nature and extent of its comity ami 
what courtesy she will show to us in the 
present ease. 
We do not propose retalia­ 
tion. We sim ply respond that we, too, 
will suspend comity and hospitality. 


AND NOW COMES TTIE QUESTION, 
W hat shall be the eharaeterand lim itation 
of the response ? Shad we only exclude 
Canadian fish, such fish and all Canadian 
vessels, or both of them , and all m erchan­ 
dise coming from Canada by any sort of 
vehicle, including the vehicle? Under what 
condition can negotiations go on with the 
least injury to ourselves,our dignity and self­ 
respect ? 
I cannot believe that the Gov­ 
ernm ent at London will presist in its pres­ 
ent course, unless inspired, for some occult 
reason, by a purpose to break the friendly 
relations with ourselves, or unless under 
the will and at the mercv of its colony.”

FOREIGN. 


T h e H a w a iia n T re a ty . 
W a s h in g to n , February Gth.—It is under­ 
stood tlmt King Kalakaua does not approve 
of the am endm ent adopted by the Senate 
to the Hawaiian treaty, insisting upon the 
cession to the United States of Pearl river 
harbor as a coaling and naval station. The 
Hawaiian Government does not object to 
this am endm ent because opposed to ceding 
any of its territory to the United States. 
On the contrary, it would be very glad to 
m ake the concession, hut for the fact that 
there are doubts of its acceptance by the 
House of Representatives. A simple re­ 
newal of the existing treaty for a period 
of seven years would not require any legis­ 
lation by the House. The concurrence of 
the Senate would he sufficient, hut if this 
am endm ent should 
be agreed to it is 
claimed that legislation would he required 
by the House to make the treaty operative. 
W ithout discussing the merits of this tech­ 
nical proposition, it is said that the King 
will not i isk the possibility of a rejection 
of this im portant concession. 
It is said 
that the President will send a message to 
the Senate advising a renewal of the treaty 
for a period of three years. 


C a lifo rn ia ’s F ig h tin g F o r c e . 
W a s h in g to n , February Gth.—The Secre­ 
tary of W ar yesterday forwarded to the 
House a statem ent of the num ber of or­ 
ganized and unorganized m ilitia service in 
the various States and Territories. Tiie 
statem ent shows th at in California there 
are seven general officers, ninety-seven 
general staff officers, fifty-nine regimental, 
field and staff officers, one hundred andsn¡¡ 
teen company officers, two thousand nine 
hundred and ninety-two non-com mi-siooed 
officers and privates; or a total c>{ officers 
and men of three thousand two hundred 
and seventy-one.

ADVANCING SOCIALISM. 


The interstate commerce hill has been 
approved and is now the law of the land. 
We have characterized the bill as a step in 
the direction of socialism, and now th at it 
is a law, we repeat the expression. 
I t is 
an extension of the doctrine of pater­ 
nalism, th at leads finally to the substitu­ 
tion of the State for the individual right. 
It is one of the means to accustom the 
public m ind to doctrines that, continued 
in like direction, will supplant personal 
1 berty by the regulating power of the 
State in all business affairs. The Financial 
Chronicle, of New York, is entirely ju sti­ 
fied in its exclam ation th at this effort to 
interpret the right to “regulate commerce” 
w ith the foreign nations and among the 
States and with Indian tribes, as a right to 
regulate charges for transportation so as to 
deprive one of business and give it to an- 
anotlier, would, in the days of Jefferson 
and H am ilton, have made them turn pale 
w ith surprise. 
As the New York Post 


says: 
Regulation obviously means the application 
of rules to protect the public, not to cause the 
transference of money from one individual or 
locality to another. Regulations governing the 
trunsjiortrition of explosives, of articles liable to 
spread infectious diseases or to detrade the 
morals of the community, and rules having 
similar ends in view, were unquestionably the 
kiud of regulations contemplated. 
The anti- 
slaverv men before the war invoked this clause 
as a nieans of stopping the slave traffic between 
the States, nod they were undoubtedly right in 
a-sum lngthat this was such a prohibition as fell 
within the true scot» of the power conferred 
upon Congress. A regulation prescribing that a 
slave from Maryland should not be sold in 
Louisiana for more money than tine from Vir­ 
ginia, • under simitar circumstances and condi­ 
tions,” would not have come within this cate­ 
gory. 
Hut why not, if the charge for carrying 
him to m arket from the one State could not be 
more than from the other? 
The new law not insidiously, hut openly, 
proposes to take from carriers by rail cer­ 
tain business and transfer it to carriers by 
water. 
It will have precisely this effect, 
subject only to the alternative of the sacri­ 
fice by the former of their “ way” business. 
T he practical working of the hill will be 
th e increase of charges for transportation 
for botli producers and consumers, to stop 
the building of new roads, and to drive 
railroads into politics—from which they 
had withdraw n, or were w ithdraw ing gen­ 
erally—in sheer self-defense. 
B ut for the 
fact that it encourages one of the most per­ 
nicious doctrines of the .Socialistic school, 
we should take little concern about it, be­ 
lieving that it will work its own defeat, 
and arouse clamor for its repeal. 
But, as 
it will fail to do what it is claimed by its 
friends it will do, the fear may be well 
entertained that such failure will urge its 
disappointed advocates to attem pt other 
and still harsher measures, and thus draw 
still closer to the Socialistic keynote, 
which, when struck, means the obliteration 
of this republican form of government. 


THE NEW LAW OF THE HOUR. 


W hen the New England Courts held 
tlial it is unlawful for employers to “ black­ 
list ” skilled workmen and laborers, they 
held rightly. 
Precisely th e reasoning th at 
led to such wise judgm ent leads to this 
‘ other, that wage-winners are illegally en­ 
gage»! when they black-list employers. 
Thus, where a Union of workers notifies a 
citizen conducting a business that it is 
“ black-listed" because of the employment 
by him of laborers not members of the 
Union, it is an infraetfon of the rights of 
th e employer, for which the Courts rnav he 
invoked to grant relief, and which they 
cannot refuse to give. 
In San l-'rancisco a notice has liocn 
served 011 all engaged in keeping hotels 
and restaurants, th at their employes must 
join a certain labor Union, or a strike and 
a boycott, supplemented by “ blacklisting,” 
will be ordered, and “ visitingcom m ittees’ 
a-e out at this time browbeating and 
threatening nnder it. 
W e rei>eat th at as 
th e law is indisputably correctly inter­ 
preted by the Courts to forbid precisely 
such conduct on the part of employers, so 
it m ust be interpreted against sim ilar ac­ 
tion on the part of wage-earners. 
It is 
sim .Jy this in San Francisco now, that the 
proprietors of restaurants and hotels in 
th at city must n >t < arrv on their business 
ex opt uj on tlte conse: 
of a self-insti­ 
tuted and arrogant jxiwer not known to 
th e law. nor shall they conduct the do­ 
m estic concerns of their business except 
according to regulations the labor Union 
may, in its discretion, or according to the 
dictates of its own wii1, establish. 
Ilosr long the people will remain quies- 
c nt under this attem pted dcm ination re­ 
main» to be seen. 
It is ¡at intolerable im ­ 
position: it sets up for the inalienable 
rights of men a censorship th at shears 
such rights of all virtue, and must lead to 
th eir entire subversion. 
The step from 
such dictation to communism and the 
‘•'Saturdav-night-divide” policy, is not a 
long one. 
T he path loading through such 


courses of action to the time when the 


same seifsoffieient power that proposes to 
dictate to thej hotel-kvepers whom they i 
may and who they shall not employ, is 
well defined, direct, and short, to th at 
other exercise of assumed power th at will 
also dictate to th e landlord and the eating- 
house proprietor who he may entertain, 
who shall eat, and who starve—indeed, in 
some cases th is has already been attem pted. 
Even the San Francisco Alta, which has 
stood the friend of lalior Unions, revolts 
at this new doctrine, and thus interposes 


its protest: 
Tli ir, idea and these methods are entirely at 
variance with the protective and benevolent 
teatvircs which were the original ideas around 
which labor organizations were formed. '1 hey 
have abandoned benevolence and protection, 
and appear before the public as organizations of 
men banded together, not for defense, hut for of­ 
fense: not for peace, but for war: and we submit 
to their members, and to all independent labor­ 
ers, that the cocrcison raade use of, compelling 
men to join their ranks, is a direct and flagrant 
violation of the rights of American citizens. 
T his is putting it very m ildly. If A m er­ 
ican citizens have kings now set over them 
to dictate th eir going out and coming in, 
it is tim e to reform the charter of our 
liberties, and not perm it to lieoome a 
mockery and a iost those sublime passages 
th at declare we are possessed of certain 
inalienable rights, and assure us th at we 
shall not be deprived of life or liberty 
w ithout due process of law, and th at the 
pursuit of happiness shall he regulated 
by no man for us. 
In place, if the new 
doctrine of labor dictation and boycott is 
to obtain, let it be written th a t we are 
possessed of certain inalienable rights, but 
among these shall not be classed the right 
to employ whom we please, and when we 
please; th at they shall not be deemed to 
include the right to feed whom we please 
and when we please; th at the guarantee 
of the right is withdraw n from all men to 
labor for each other, except they pay a 
portion of their wages into the treasury of 
some private organization, and ®btain its 
consent to earn their bread by the sweat of 
th eir brows. 
“ Government,” say the law-givers, “ is 
for the sole and only legitim ate end of pro­ 
tecting the citizen in the enjoyment of 
life, liberty and prosperity.” 
L et us pro­ 
ceed to modify this sublime declaration, by 
the growth and full fruition of which pro­ 
gressive hum anity has em ancipated itself 
from barbarism, slavery and the rule of 
monarch?, and attained the lofty plane of 
government by the consent of the gov­ 
erned. 
In its place— turning backward 
the pages of hum an liberty—let us, write 
the new law of the new .Socialist, “ the 
State is all, the individual nothing; the 
State is the will of the Labor l uion, and 
whoso defies it let him jierish. 
No man 
has a rig h t to sa y ,‘1 will labor here, or 
thus, to earn my bread;’ but he shall 
labor yonder, or not at all, as his fellow 
rnav command.” 


PACIFIC COAST. 


O f f e n d e r s against women and children 
more frequently than otherwise escape 
punishm ent. 
The chivalry of American 
manhood is always up in arms for the 
weak, to be sure, but very seldom does it 
take personal form and do battle for them 
in Court. 
To meet this need there has 
been organized in Chicago a useful society, 
“ T he Protective Agency for Women and 
Children.” 
Public demand called for it, 
and it came in answer to it. 
It has, there­ 
fore, a mission as the champion of poor 
and friendless women and children, else it 
would find no public support. 
In nine 
months in th at city the society prosecuted 
under ninety complaints, twenty-six of 
which were for wages w ithheld hv heart­ 
less men who believed the workers were 
unable to sue them. 
More than half the 
sum claimed was recovered by these pro­ 
ceedings. 
Ten of the cases were for crim i­ 
nal assaults upon children, and of these 
hut one case was lost. 
Three of the cases 
were for imprisonment under the plea of 
insanity, and in each the victim was res­ 
cued. 
The other cases embraced entice­ 
m ent to evil lives, rape, failure to provide, 
cruel treatm ent, hardship under chattel 
mortgages, etc. 
M any other cases never 
found their way into Court, the aggressors 
yielding when confronted by the Society. 
Tw enty-eight iadies of Chicago constitute 
the Board of M anagement, and their re­ 
port for January is one of deep interest, 
proving the usefulness of the organization, 
and suggesting its extension to other cities 
and .Suites. 


W e confess to failure to comprehend the 
objections raised to measures looking to the 
protection of tirnlicr lands. 
It has ap­ 
peared to us that there could be no sound 
reason advanced for impeding any legiti­ 
mate efforts to prevent the clearing off 
of lands owned by the Government, and 
the denudation of wooded slopes, simply to 
insure gain to private individuals. Forest 
preservation plans may by some be sin­ 
cerely held as sentim ental and wholly un­ 
necessary, but we believe no candid man 
can examine the whole question calmly, 
and entertain any low estimate of the need 
for fostering forest culture, and checking 
at once the destruction of forest growth. 
In the light of the experience of New 
York, Pennsylvania, Colorado, Switzer­ 
land, France and Germany, we cannot un­ 
derstand how any well-informed man can 
estimate the efforts to ¡’reserve our forested 
lands from denudation, as trivial and of 
no public concern. 


T iie session is drawing near its end, and 
as yet we have not learned th at the Com­ 
mittees on Public Morals have concerned 
themselves with the lottery question. 
We 
cannot doubt th at tliev will present a bill 
to meet the evil. 
It is simple enough. 
The Constitution and the laws forbid lot­ 
teries; the laws also forbid advertising 
lotteries “ in any form.” 
lint certain 
newspapers evade tliis law. 
To cover all 
possible doubt as to what the words “ any 
form ” mean, a law is needed to define lot­ 
tery advertising. 
To the reporting of such 
a law the power of these committees is in­ 
voked. 
T here can be no reasonable objec­ 
tion raised to such a law, while there are 
m ultitudes of reasons for it. 


W e may, judging the future by the past, 
rest assured that in M arch and A pril we 
will have all needed showers. 
February is 
pretty certain to give us considerable more 
of rain. 
The storm of the last few days 
w as general and the rainfall so generous, 
even and penetrating, that, w ith all things 
considered, California may look upon the 
dry-w eather prophets as overthrown, and a 
good if not a full crop of ail earth growth 
as certain to bo tiie result of the harvest of 
1887.

The Assembly. soon after the reading of the 
journal, adopted a resolution, introduced by 
Ewing, that the House adjourn at 12:30 o’clock 
until Monday at 2 r. M. 
The Committee 011 County and County Bound 
nries, to the apparent surprise of a majority of 
the Legislature, re;»orted against the bill creat­ 
ing Gleun county out of the northern portion of 
Colusa. 
The Committee on Constitutional Amend 
mcuts rejiorted against No. fi, proposing to 
change the present method of determining and 
declaring the vote for Lieutenant-Governor. 
The Committee on Labor and Capital reported 
favorably on McGowan's bill to punish fraud 
in the stamping of goods and misrepresentation 
as to the kiud of labor employed iu manufactur­ 
ing the same. 
The consideration of the Senate bill provid­ 
ing a tax of 1 cent for the support of the State 
University, took up the greater jiortiou of the 
day’s session. Granger of Butte opposed the 
bill with a lengthy and carefully prepared argu­ 
ment. He said he had watched the University 
from its start, and was prepared to say that it 
had not come up to public expectation, and in a 
measure had disappointed its friends. It has an 
insatiable appetite for “ more coin.” It bobs 
up serenely at every session of the Legislature 
asking for ever increasing appropriations, not­ 
withstanding it has received generous patri­ 
mony from the Government and liberal dona­ 
tions from individuals. For some years this in­ 
stitution had received $35,000 per annum from 
the State, some $10p,«J00 every year additional in 
interest. He was opposed to the State’s endow­ 
ing colleges and academies, and thought the 
monev so u ed could be better ex|»endea in the 
improvement of the public school system, where 
the masses would receive the 'benefit. He was 
opposed to the expending of any more money 
on the University than just sufficient to pay the 
liecessarv salaries of competent instructors, and 
added, if m atters keep on us they are now tend­ 
ing, the .State University will become nothing 
more nor less than a dude manufactory* 
A lexander spoke in favor of the bill, and of­ 
fered an argument to offset th at of Mr. Granger 
relative to th e “ high-toned and dudish charac­ 
ter” of the institution. He said it was m aking 
new scientific and practical experim ents each 
year. 
’ Granger moved to reier the bill to a commit­ 
tee of o jc, wi li instructions to amend by insert­ 
ing three-lifths of one cent. 
He said that the 
University is endeavoring to monojtolize the 
dmics of the St Ate Agricultural -ociety and the 
Board of Viticulture, for which large appropria­ 
tions are made. 
Granger’s amendment was lost. 
Brierly offered ail amendment that not less 
than 5u per cent, of the tux be applied to per­ 
manent improvements, and the rest to the sup­ 
port of the University. 
Knox said that this would be a cast-iron band 
around the Regents and he was opposed to it. 
They ought to be allowed to expend the funds 
according to the best of their judgment. He 
look occasion to criticise the Regents of the in­ 
stitution for sending, as many of them had 
doue. their sons to Eastern colleges to be edu­ 
cated, and asked w hether this showed a desire 
to advance the University. 1 he Regents, he 
said, should act squarely, openly and aljove- 
board in t is matter. Those who want the Re­ 
gents clothed with discretionary power may not 
remember how the large land grant to the Uni­ 
versity was recklessly sold, and large amounts 
of moiiey squandered. 
Yarie! made a lengthy argument against this 
proposed aun ndinciit , saying that if the Regents 
could not be intrusted with discretionary power, 
no men in the State could safely be. 
Brusle criticised the arguments of those op­ 
posing the amendment, saying there was a dis­ 
position to dodge the statement as to how much 
should l*e devoted to permanent improvements. 
Speaker Jordan took the floor and made an 
able and exhaustive argument against the pro­ 
posed amendment, in defense of the University 
and the Hoard ot Regents, and in favor of the 
bit!. He dwelt, particularly, against the inad­ 
visability of limiting the Regents, and tying up 
the income as proposed. 
Brierly'smotion was voted down, and the bill 
with its amendments ordered printed and to a 
third reading. 
A resolution introduced by Lawrence to have 
evening sessions Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Fridays, was lost: Ayes 43.. noes 12. [It takes 
a two-third vote of the entire Assembly, or 54 
votes, to change the standing rules. 1 
J. B. Brov.n offered a resolution directing the 
Secretary of State to furnish a statement of the 
sta i ncrv furnished each member; not to honor 
further orders from the members, and direcing 
the Controller to draw bis warrants in favor ot 
each member for $25, less his stat ionery account.

AN AWFUL RAILROAD DISASTER 


IN 
TERMOS T. 


P o n r C arlo ad s o f P assen g ers D ashed 
from a B rid g e —T errib le Scenes— 
K illed a n d In ju re d .

Concobd (N. H.), February 5th.—The ex­ 
press train that left Boston at 7 o’clock last 
night met with a terrible accident near 
W oodstock, on the Central V erm ont R ail­ 
road, about 2:30 this m orning. The train 
started from this city on time, but was de­ 
tained at W hite River Junction, so that it 
was about an hour and a half late. It con­ 
sisted of a locomotive, baggage car, postal 
car, two passenger coaches and two sleep­ 
ers, and was running at the usual rate of 
speed, when, about 200 yards south of tbe 
end of the bank of the bridge near Old 
W indsor Station, a broken rail was struck. 
The locomotive, baggage car and postal 
broke away from the rest of the train, 
passing over the bridge in safety. The rest 
of the train was throw n from the rails and 
continued on the roadbed until it came 
near tbe end of the bridge, but there it ran 
over an abutm ent, and all the cars fell into 
W hite river, some fifty feet down. The 
gorge at this point is a frightful one. and 
when the cars went down there was a ter­ 
rible crash. As soon as possible the de­ 
tached part of tbe train was stopped and 
run back to the scene of the disaster. The 
screams ol the injured were heartrending. 
Assistance came lroni the people in the vi­ 
cinity, and everything was done to rescue 
and relieve the injured. Soon after help 
arrived it was discovered that a fire had 
started in the first coach, ami the entire 
train 
was 
soon 
ablaze, 
thus 
adding 
new horrors to the frightful catastrophe. 
Those present were powerless to stop the 
fire, and devoted themselves entirely to 
attem pting to rescue those imprisoned in 
the wreck. The rescuers met another and 
unexpectcil obstacle in the heat, which 
soon became so intense that they were 
obliged to relinquish tlieir efforts to save 
tbe sufferers, and were compelled to re­ 
treat to a place of safety tor themselves 
and to become unw illing 
and horror- 
stricken witnesses of the awful scene. In 
addition to this, ami to add to the horrors 
and suffering of the passengers, the weather 
was intensely cold, and the heroic rescuers 
were hindered thereby in tlieir work. No 
water could be obtained with which to 
check or to extinguish the llames, ami the 
ice was several inches thick on tiie river, 
and there were no appliances at hand to 
raise it. 
The bridge was between thirty and forty 
feet above tbe water, which was covered 
with thick ice, m aking it probable that 
death resulted from crushing and burning, 
rather than from drowning. Several were 
penned in the wreck who m ight have been 
rescued alive but for the flames. Brake- 
man Parker, who was on the forward end 
of the first passenger car, felt the jar, and 
saved his life by jum ping. 
He quickly 
secured a conveyance and carried the news 
to W hite River Junction. 


HEARTRENDING SCENES. 
W h ite R iv er Ju nction (Vt.), February 
5th.—W hen the relief train from W hite 
River Junction reached the wreck the pro­ 
gress of the llames had been so rapid that 
the bridge and five cars were practically de­ 
stroyed. 
A few burning tim bers were seen 
and the ironw ork of the bridge was scat­ 
tered over the ice. The only house near 
the scene was that of a farmer, and hail it 
not been for his hospitable roof some ot the 
injured would doubtless have perished 
from exposure. 
Charles M. Lasmer, of Lowell, Mass., 
who was on the train, states that he was in 
the Central Verm ont sleeping car. 
“ I can 
rem em ber,” lie said, “ tweuty-oue others 
who were in the ear with me. I knew none 
ol them personally. There were li*'C ladies 
among them . 
I was awakened by the 
bum ping of the car, then came the crash, 
and all was darkness.” 
Mr. McCarthy, who went on the relief 
train and looked over the track, says that 
the broken rail was about twenty rods from 
the bridge, and that the engine and first 
two cars did not leave the iron. The bag­ 
gage and mail cars were preserved intact. 
Une man died soon after being carried icto 
the mail car. 
Mr. McCarthy saw a man 
with a little child in his arm s on the bank 
of the river and both were dead. A woman 
was lying on the snow, and kind persons 
had covered her with what spare clothing 
they could procure. Soon after there was 
sufficient to help her to tbe hotel. She was 
badly hurt, but still alive. 
T he first to go to the rescue of the pas­ 
sengers generally were the engineer. Chas. 
Pierce, and the fireman. By the time they 
reached the imprisoned passengers the 
wreck was on tire. 
They hurried to tiie 
first coach and there discovered conductor 
Sturtevant [finned down under the weight 
of tim ber. They sprang to his rescue and 
bravely sought to rescue him . They broke 
one of the car windows to get at him, but 
in vain. They tried another with the same 
result. They ham m ered away at the frame 
of the third. 
This tim e they got at him . 
Each got hold of an arm and pulled with 
all their might, and at last got him out, 
but not before his legs and body were fear­ 
fully burned. 
His ribs and thigh bones 
were broken. H e was laid out upon the 
ice, and the rescuers hasiened to extricate 
other unfortunates. 
They now went to 
Marie Sadler, of Ormstown. P. Q. She was 
pinned down by heavy broken timbers, and 
unable to move. The men got hold of her 
and Dulfod with all their Strength. 
At last 
they got her free, but they broke her ankle 
in doing so. 
As soon as the flames had subsided suffi­ 
ciently the work of recovering the bodies 
from the wreck was begun. 
Most of the 
rem ains are so charred as to be unrecog­ 
nizable. The body of Pullm an Conductor 
Ilurgiss was the first one taken out. It was 
not badiv m utilated. The remains of the 
porter of one of the rar3 were identified by 
his clothing and watch. 
The body of A. 
Wesson, son of the well-known arms m an­ 
ufacturer of .Springfield, was identified to­ 
night by friends front his home. 
In the 
pocket of a blue dress-coat was found a 
letter written upon the letter-head ofC. W. 
Sanford, agent of the Moxie Nerve Food 
Com pany, dated W ashington, and 
ad­ 
dressed to ' Dear Charle3.” 
The body of 
the owner is supposed to have been en­ 
tirely destroyed, and is supposed by travel­ 
ing men to have been that of Charles W. 
Sr.tif rd. form erly in the employ of L. C. 
C'liase »t Co , Boston. 
The coat belonging 
to C harles A. Hibbard, of Bo:ton, was also 
found. 
Most of the bodies recovered were taken 
to the village ot H artford and placed in an 
undertakers 
establishment. Thirty-nine 
bodies in all have been taken out of the 
wreck, and only five of this num ber are in 
any m aim er recognizable. 
It will be im ­ 
possible to tell how m any were on the 
train, as the conductor had only begun to 
take up thg tickets after leaving here. 
Many bodies have probably gone into tbe 
river and under the ice. 
A boy’s t e r r i b l e o rd ea l. 
One of the first passengers to escape from 
the burning wreck was Joseph Maignet, a 
French Canadian boy. 
He was with liis 
father, David Maienet, on their way from 
Holyoke to their home in Canada. The 
boy sat three seats behind his lather in the 
third car from the rear. 
He was dozing in 
his seat when he felt the oar shiver. This 
motion was kept up for a few seconds, and 
then the car dashed ovi r the bridge upon 
tbe ice. By hard work the boy succeeded 
in getting out of one of the car windows. 
H e at once w ent in searcli of his father, 
and discovered him , by the light of the 
burning wreck, just above him , pinned 
down by part of tbe top of the car, which 
had fallen directly across his chest and legs. 
The old m an was as firmly held as if in a 
vise. Joseph was the only one who escaped 
from tbe car. As he says, he rushed to his 
father's assistance, and spoke words of en­ 
couragement to him . 
His father was very 
cool, an J requested his son to help him out 
as soon as possible. 
The bov seized, his 
father, and struggled with all his strength 
to extricate him , but in vain. The flames 
were approaching rapidly. 
“ Joseph.” said 
his father, “ run and get an ax or saw,” but 
the boy could not find either. “ P ull me 
out then,” said the father. ” even if you 
have to break my legs to do it.” Joseph 
tugged away with all his might, but could 
not stir his father an inch. W ith wonder­ 
ful coolness the father gave himself up to 
bis tate. 
“ It is no use, m y boy,” he said. 
“ There is no hope for me. 
Remember the 
dying words of your father—always be a 
good boy. 
Farewell, m y son ; I will meet 
you in the other world.” The flames were 
then so close at hand that the boy coaid 
remain no longer 
H e left his father and 
got out of the reach of the flames, and 
watched his parent slowly burn to death in 
the debris. 
THE KILLED AND WOUNDED. 
A t this 
hour (m idnight; thirty-nine 


bodies in all have been recovered from tie 
wreck, and it is positively known that 
forty-two persons perished, w hile there is a 
probability that a num ber of other corp es 
will be found in the wreck or under the ice 
in the creek. Just how m any persons were 
killed cannot be ascertained while there 
exists so much uncertainty as to the n u m ­ 
ber on the train. One of the wrecked cars 
on tbe ice has not yet been overhauled, and 
it is thought that at least twenty bodies are 
in the debris. Should this prove true it 
will run the list of killed up to over sixty. 
This will not include those who may have 
been carrieil iuto the river through the ice. 
The latest computation as to the num ber of 
persons on tbe train place it at over 100. 
Many ot the survivors will probably die 
of their wounds. Considering the bight 
from which the cars fell and the speed at 
which the train was im ining, it is regarded 
as a m ystery that any aboard escaped.
